Have been thinking, 
Mafter, a good deal 
of the laft Hint you 
gave me, and ther feems to be fomething 
in it, That’ fince the Union of Englandand 
Stland into One Kingdom of Great Britain, 
the Epifcopal Church in Scotland is Nearer 
to us than it was before. We were before 
two National Churches and Independant of 
Each other ; but now we are Oxe National 
Ghirch, arid all Members of the fame Body. 


(1.) Country-man. 


(2.) Rehearfal. 1 will fee, Country.man whe- 
ther you take this Matter right. Therefor 
I object to you, That tho’ ther was an Uni- 
om of the Kingdoms, yet ther was None of 
the Churches. That was Excepted exprefly, 
and not Touch’d upon at all. 

Conntry-m. |‘ take that to mean only as 
to an Union “twixt the two Churches then 
Effablif'd. by Law, that is, the Epi/copal 
Church in England, and the Presbyterian Kirk 
in Scotland. And ’twixt thefe ther can be 
no Union, becaufe they are Oppofits, and the 
One Defroys the other. Therefor the Go- 
vernment woud not meddle with it. But 
I fpeak of an Ecclefiaftical Union, without 
Regard to :Legal Eftablifhments, fuch an 
Union as was among Chriftian Churches, 
before ther wete any Chriffian King, or any 
Civil Law on their Side. Now in thofe 

«Times, as you have told me, National Chur- 
ches were Independent of each other, as to 
Authority and Furifdittion, only kept Commu- 
nion with each other, like Commerce and 











| Friendfhip among Nations, And when Na- 


tions became One ;.thofe that were before 
Independent. Churches, as being, different Na- 
tional Churches, did then become one and 
the fame National Church. For the Church 
did Diftribute her. Difriéts according to the 
Diftribution of the Civil Difricés, even when 
they were Heathen; Both for the better 
Commerce with each other, and as being 
the moft Proper Method to Propagate 
Chriftianity. 

Rehear]. You take it Right, Country-man. 
And thofe that were before but Sifter Chur- 
ches, were now Incorporated into One 
Church. Therefor as much as Great Britain 
is one Kingdom, the Epifcopal Churches of 
Great Britain are one Church. | 


(3.) Bat that part of the Episcopal Church 
in North Britain is Depriv’d by vertue of” 
an A of Parliament there. Will not this 
Cut them off from being Part of the Epi/- 
copal Church in Britain? Let me fee what 
you have to fay to this ? * 

Country-m. It cuts them off from being 
Part of the Effablifh’d Church, but not from 
being Part of the Epifcopal Church. For a 
Church may be a Good Church tho’ it be not 
E ftablif’d or Own’d by any Civil Government 
in the World. Elfe ther was no Chriftian 
Church for~the firft 300 Years, ‘nor now un- 
der the Turk or other Soveraigns who are 
not Chrifian. Suppofe all the Zifbops in the 
Province of York fhou’d be Déepriv’d by the 
Stare, wou'd they thereby Crafe to be Part 









































































of the Church of England? Tho’ they wou'd 
Ceafe to be Eftablifie'd by Law. One Part of 
a Church may be Perfecuted, and not Ano- 
ther, as it has happen’d in many Perfecuti- 
ons Yet it is ftill the fame Church. There 
fore, as you faid, the Bifheps of North Bri- 
tain are Britifh Bifbops, and Part of the 
Epifcopal College of Great Brittain, only they 
are Hinder’d to A& at prefent by Force 
of a State-Deprivation. But this may be ta- 
ken off, and therefore is but Accidentgl to 
the Church, and Alters not her Effence or 
Charter from Chriff. 


(4.) Rebearf. The Presbyterians in England 
and Scotland always reckon’d themfelves as 
the fame Body, and Aflifted each other up- 
on all Occafions, which we have Felt to 
our Sorrow! And fhall not thofe of the £- 
pifcopal Church do the famesefo far at leaft 
as to relieve the Necefities of Each other 
when in the laft Diffre/s, And brought up- 
on them purely for their being Epifcopal! 


(5.) The Poft-Afan of the firft Inftant 
tells us, That her Majefty has Granted her 
Letters Patents for a Brief on behalf of the 
Proteftants in the Palatinat. Which is a Cha- 
ritable and good work: And how wou’d 
any man be Upbraided, and Defervedly, 
who fhou’d dare to AMifreprefent this, and 
feek to Obffrué it ? How much more, more 
I fay, ought thefe Men to be Animad- 
verted upon, who take the Boldnefs to 
Mifreprefent her Majefty’s Charity to thofe 
of her own Perfwafion in Scotland, and En- 
deavour all they can to obftruct the Col- 
leftions. fhe has given Leave to be Made 
for them? It is an old faying, Charity be- 
gins at Home. Thefe are her own Flcf) 
and Blood, of that Blood whence She De- 
“rives the moft Royal and Ancient Title 
that any Family in Europe (perhaps in the 
Univerfe) can fhew to a Crown. But fhe 
has a nearer Relation to them than all this, 
and that is a Spiritual, they are of the 
fame Epifcopal Church wherein the Receiv’d 
her Baptifm, and wherein fhe hopes to be 
Sav'd. 


(6.) Country-m. This brings into my mind 
what the Obfervator Reviv’d has Objedcted 
to you, and Repeats it over and over again 
in his Num. 6. and 22. And I have for- 
got to ask you about it, that is, That K. 
Char. 1. was Baptiz’d by a Presbyterian Mi- 
nifter. 

Rebearf. Does he name that Adniffer, or 
give any good Authority for the Matter of 
Fad? 

Country-m- No. None at all. But infers 
from thence, that according to your Do- 
rine, that King was no Chriftian, and Con- 





fequently no Saint or Martyr as
